OTTAWA (CP)—The Supreme 
Court of Canada ruled today. in 
a judgment. with far-reaching) 
fnplications that legislation that! 
has protected Ontario borrow- 
ers for 30 years is constitutional. 

The court in a 5-to-2 decision 
granted an appeal by the On- 
tario attorney-general’s depart- 
ment against a judgment in Oc-! 
tober, 1962, by the _ Ontario 
Court of Appeal ruling -that 
the Unconscionablé Transac- 
tions Act was invalid. 

“The appeal is allowed, . the 
order of the Court of Appeal 
for Ontario is set aside, and it 
is held that the Unconscionable 
Transactions Relief Act is within 
the ‘powers of the leyislature of 
the province of Ontario," the) 
majority judgment said.

In planning their campaign strategy, the primary con- 
cern of the Conservative leader's chief political advisers, 
Dalton Camp and Roy Faibish, was to revive that mystic 
bond between Dieferbaker and “the average Canadian,” 
which had been forged in the 1957 and 1958 campaigns. 
This meant that the prime minister's claim for re-election 
would have to be based, not on the authority of his office, 
as had been attempted in 1962, but on a direct, emotional 
e@ppeal to the people. 

In the campaign's initial stages Camp and Faibish 
were more concerned with the effect the crowds would 
haye on Diefenbaker than.with the impression he might 
make on his audiences. ‘They wanted Diefenbaker to come 
face to face again with the voters’ yearning for leadership, 
which had awakened in him the charismatic qualities that 
had inspired the triumphs of his first two campaigns. 

To achieve this rapport, Diefenbaker’s first tour of the 
campaign was scheduled as a whistle-stop journey through 
the Prairies.
